‘Alibi Dog’ Found

BROCKPORT, N. Y., Aug. 2.— 
(UP)—An “alibi dog” has been 
found that may save Idaho, mon- 
grel pi.p, from execution or confine 
ment at his trial on charges of mur- 
der starting Wednesday.

“We have witnesses who will tes- 
tify that this dog better fits the 
description of the so-called ‘murder 
dog’ than does Idaho,” Sessions said.

HAVRE, Mont., Aug. 2.—(P)— 
Seven hundred tired fire fighters left 
the blackened Little Rockies mountain 
range today “because there's nothing 
left to burn,” while the forest fire 


menace grew worse in other western 
drouth areas. 

Two fires that raged for eight days 
destroyed, they reported, almost. all 
the trees in 40 square miles of moiuin- 
tain area and valuable timber in the 
nearby Lewis and Clark national for- 
est and Fort Belnap Indian reserva- 
tion. “ 

Authorities continued to investigate 
the possivility that the fires were of 
incendiary origin. 

While the fires burned themselves 
out in the Little Rockies, the menace 
spread not only in other forest sec- 
tions but also to the powder dry grass 
of Dakota and Minnesota prairies. 

California and Arizona reported ex- 
treme fire-hazards because of prolong- 
ed dry weather. 

Four men have perished jn the 
west’s battle against flames—three 
who were trapped in the Little Rockies 
and one in a brush fire north of San 
Francisco. 

Thousands of cords of pulpwood 
were .destroyed by a fire at Isle 
Royale, just off the north sbore of 
Lake Superior. 

In northwestern Wisconsin flames 
ate into the Brule forest néar a re- 
sort where the late President Coolidge 
vacationed in 1928. 

Brush and grass fires raged over 
land near Lidger Wood, N. D., and in 
northeastern Minnesota. A shower re- 
moved the threat of timber and grass 
flames to 300 homes at Crosby, Minn., 
late yesterday.

Bank Robber Nabbed 
In Hotel by G-Men 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 2.—(UP)— 
The Department of Justice tonight an- 
nounced the arrest at Cedar Lake, 
Ind., of John Sullivan on charges of 
robbing the St. Charles (Ill.)

“Choose things in which you have 
no choice; welcome the cross which 


you cannot shun- go willingly along 
the road you are compelled to travel, 
and be prepared to go farther than 
you are compelled,” declared Dr. 
Louie D. Newton in his sérmon at 
the Druid Hills Baptist church last 
night, preaching on the words of Je- 
sus when He said, “Whosoever shall 
compel thee to go a mile, go with 
him twain.” 

“The only happy people I have 
ever known have been those people 
who accepted life as they found it, 
and by the application of the prin- 
ciple of service have annihilated 
drudgery and glorified the common 
duties of everyday life. We live in 
a world of compulsions. We must 
live in our bodies, whether frail vor 
strong. We must live in our genera- 
tion, whatever may be its ills. We 
must live in certain localities, 
whether we would or not. Our ¢a- 
reers are within prescribed limits, and 
for an unknown time. 


“The disciplines of life are laid 
upon us, and however clever we may 
think we are, we are not going to 
avoid them. Why resist the inevi- 
table? Why not transmute the musts 


of life into the wills of life. If we 
must live in these bodies which God 
gave us, let us will to make them 
fit habitations of the soul. If we 
must live in the 20th century, let 
us rejoice in trying to make it an 
improvement over the other centuries 
of history. The man who compels 
you to do something is likely com- 
pelled by some other man or some 
other circumstance. Instead of worry- 
ing over your lot, make it the op- 
portunity of your triumph—compelled 
to go one mile, choose to go the sec- 
ond, 

“It is only the second mile in life's 
journey that really brings a sense 
of satisfaction. We all hare to go 
the first mile—we each may choose 
to go the second mile. Then shall 
we know that it was never loving

No man is better qualified to 
speak authoritatively on this sub- 
ject than General MacArthur, for- 
mer chief of staff of the United 
States army, who was sent by the 
American government to the Philip- 
pines to direct the creation of a 
strong and effective defense force 
in the islands. 

Under the agreement granting 
complete freedom to the Philip- 
pines ten years from now, the final 
separation of the two countries is 
made dependent upon the Filipinos 
having in the meantime developed 
defenses that might reasonably be 
expected to protect the islands 
from attack. 

In his address General MacAr- 
thur expresses the firm opinion 
that if the Philippine defense plan, 
which has been developed under his 
direction, is carried to full fruition, 
it will ‘“‘represent a defensive 
strength that will give hesitation to 
the strongest and most ruthless na- 
tion in the world.” 

General MacArthur has, in only 
a few months’ time, brought about 
a splendid start toward the found- 
ing of an effective Philippine de- 
fense, and what he has to say. will 
be read with intense interest in this 
country. Especially is this true in 
view of the vital effect which the 
creation of an adequate defense for 
the islands will have on our prob- 
lems in the Pacific and in the 
orient. 


FACTOR OF AGE IN CRIME 

The seriousness of the problem 
of youth’s participation in crime is 
shown in statistics recently made 
public by the Federal Bureau of 
Investigation, in which it was dis- 
closed that one out of every four 


the first six months of 1936 was 
under 21 years of age, and one out 
of every three persons arrested for 
burglary was under 21. 

Of the 5,279 individuals arrested 
for -auto theft, 2,545 were under 
21, and participation of youth 
crime is further shown by the fact

‘clubs, ecard rooms, over dinner tables. 
And frequently in conversation it 
takes violent and unlawful form 
which, it would seem, can be ex- 
plained only in terms of abnormal 
psychology. In history this hatred 
may well go down as the major irony 
of our time.

Hitler’s Master Move. 


More than the faté of Austria was 
decided by the pact coneluded between 
Vienna and Berlin on July 11.: That 
pact is of capital importance for the 
whole of Europe. It is a shattering 
blow to the French system of al- 
liances and to the idea of so-called 
collective security which rests upon 
that system. Whether the Anschluss, 
or complete political union between 
Austria and Germany, follows in three 
months or in a year, does not matter 
a great deal. When it comes, it will 
be without violence or an invasion. 
The Fuehrer has Austria in his 
pocket now. Mussolini, weakened toe 
the point of exhaustion by the Ethio- 
plan expedition, threw Austria as a 
sop to Germany in order to remove 
one hearth of friction from his bor- 
ders. . . . Both the Fuehrer and the 
Duce have advanced more than half- 
Way in breaking up the Little En- 
tente, France's allies in central and 
eastern Europe. 

I’rance did not expel the Germans 
from the Rhine and turned not a fin- 
ger to save Austrian independence, 
then what will France do if Ger- 
many attacks Czechoslovakia, or Italy 
attacks Jugoslavia? Germany does 
not intend to attack Czechoslovakia. 
It iS not necessary to run that risk. 
Czechoslovakia is even now caught in 
a vice between Germany and Ger- 
manys ally, Poland. A fierce press 
and radio campaign against Czecho- 
Slovakia has been conducted in both 
Poland and Germany these last 
months. Czechoslovakia is accused of 
maltreating the Polish and German 
minorities and the Hungarian minori- 
ty. This is a base calumny, but any 
stick will do when you want to beat 
a dog, as the old saying goes. The 
real game is to hem Czechoslovakia 
in from all sides. Austria now joins 
in this encirclement. Czechoslavyakia 
is entirely made up of former Aus- 
trian and Hungarian territory. You 
Can see that Austria has good reason 
to wish the dismemberment of the 
17-year-old Czechoslovakian state. 
With Germany as her protector, Vi- 
enna will push those claims.

Feasibility of Building Effective 


Defense for Philippine Islands _ 
Emphasized by General McArthur 


General Douglas MacArthur, for- 
mer chief of staff of the American 
army and now assigned to assist 
the Philippine government in the 
creation of an effective defense 
force, believes that with proper 
preparation the islands can be 
made secure from attack. The 
reasons for this belief are out- 
lined in-an address made by him 
before the command and general 
staff school at Manila, excerpts 
from which appear below. 


The basic military problem facing 
the Philippine government is whether 
with its present resources of poptla- 
tion and wealth it can develop a de- 
fensive force capable of withstanding 
a more powerfully armed opponent. 

It would be an impossibility for any 
potential enemy. to bring to the Phil- 
ippine area anything like a preponder- 
ant portion of his army. He would 
indeed have difficulty in concentrating 
into the vital area as large a force 
as the Philippine army which would 
oppose him, Any conceivable expedi- 
ionary foré® might actually find it- 
self outnumbered. 

This country has the enormous de- 
fensive advantage of being an island 
group. Hundred of miles of water sep- 
arate it from any other land. The pro- 
tective value of isolation has time and 
time again been demonstrated in mil- 
itary history. No other operation in 
warfare is so difficult as that of trans- 
porting, supplying and protecting an 
army committed to an overseas expe- 
dition. The English channel has been 
the predominant factor in the freedom 
from invasion enjoyed by the British 
islands throughout their modern his- 
tory of many wars. 

In the ease of the Philippine Is- 
lamis, we have then as its first favor- 
able factor in solving its defensive 
problem, a geographical separation 
from every possible land enemy. It is 
true that there is no thought of at- 
tempting to develop here a powerful 
battle fleet. But it is, pertinent to 
point out that the major duty of a 
great fleet is to preserve overseas com- 
munication. Inshore defense is only a 
subsidiary function. This function for 
the Philippines will be performed by 
flotillas of fast torpedo boats, support- 
ed by an air force. Due to the exclu- 
sively defense posture of the Philip- 
pine nation great battle fleets are not 
necessary to insure its preservation, 
The islands, themselves, are to be de- 
veloped as a citadel of defensive 
strength and the essential function of 
air and naval forces will be that of 
denying transports the opportunity of 
anchoring close to Philippine shores 
for the debarkation of troops and sup- 
plies. 

The threat to large surface ships 
residing in small fast torpedo boats 
supported by air detachments was re- 
cently indicated in the Mediterranean. 
It is significant that following the les- 
son there demonstrated, Great Britain, 
Germany and other powers are follow- 
ing the Italian example in adding this 
particular weapon as an important 
category in defensive equipment. 

National Defenses. | 

But geography did not cease its de- 
fensive favors to the Philippines when 
it made them an isolated group. Na- 
ture has studded these islands with 
mountainous formations, making prac- 
ticable landing places for large forces 
extremely few ,in number and diffi- 
eult in character. ‘The vital area of 
Luzon, in which dwell approximately 
7.000.000 Filipinos, presents in all 
its long shore line only two coastal 
regions in which a hostile army of any 
size could land. Each of these is 
broken by strong defensive positions, 
which if properly manned and pre- 
pared would present to any attacking 
force a practically impossible problem 
of penetration. 

But nature has still further en- 
dowed the Philippines with defensive 
possibilities. Sixty per cent of the 
national terrain consists of great for- 
est areas, impenetrable by powerful 
military units. The mountainous ter- 
rain, the primeval forests, and the lack 
of communications, combine to create 
a theater of operations in which a 
defensive force of only moderate ef- 
ficiency and strength could test the 
capabilities of the most powerful and 
splendidly equipped army that could 
be assembled here. 

Other islands of the Archipelago 
possess similar defensive possibilities. 
In somé instances no “practicable land- 
ing places for large forces exist. In 


every case determined troops at the 


shore-line could deny landing to an 
attacker of many times their. own 
number. 

Of all military operations, the one 
which the soldier dreads the most is 
a foreed landing on a hostile shore. 
It is at that time he is at his weak- 
est, the enemy at his strongest. His 
transport frequently arfives at the 
end of an unpleasant voyage. Crowd- 
ed accomodations and? generally un- 
pleasant conditions have not tended 
to improve his morale; At the critical 
moment his ships are*forced to come 
to.a standstill in order to undertake 
the debarkation of the attackers in 
small boats. At this time—motion- 
less targets—they are subjected to an 
intensive attack from fast-moving tor- 
pedo boats and even faster whirrjng 
bombers of the air. Each small boat, 
with only a fraction of men, has to 
make its way in through a pitiless 
fire of artillery, machine guns and 
musketry—a fire of deadly accuracy 
because delivered from prepared and 
protected positions. Yet through this 
veritable holocaust his small unpro- 
tected boat with no means of effec- 
tive response to the enemy fire must 
reach the shore, perhaps through a 
dangerous surf, to discharge its occu- 
pants in am attempt to build up a 
firing a a ap on an — 
enemy. Subject to desperate counter- 
attack on the beach, perhaps engulfed 
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in poisonous waves of gas, deprived 
of the inspirational presence of great 
masses of his comrades, he has al- 
ways the feeling that goes with a 
forlorn hope. Lucky indeed the com- 
mand that can achieve success on 
such a day and in such a way. 

An adequate garrison can defend 
the Philippines for as long as avail- 
able supplies and provisions will sus- 
tain the army and its supporting pop- 
ulation. Considering the productivity 
of these islands in the matter of 
food, this period of feasible defense 
will undoubtedly extend, once the 
necessary training has been accom- 
plished and the necessary equipment 
accumulated, far beyond the capacity 
of any attacker to maintain a larger 
expeditionary force in these territo- 
rial waters. 

The defensive possibility in the is- 
lands is not entirely an academic ques- 
tion. The Philippine Insurrection of 
almost 40 years ago gave us a valu- 
able lesson along this line. In that 
campaign a poorly equipped and loose- 
ly organized force of ir~-gulars, which 
probably never exceeded 20,000 in its 
total strength, compelled the Ameri- 
can government, with its bases thor-| 
oughly established here and with com- 
plete command of the ocean, to sup- 
port large forces here engaged in bit- 
ter field campaign for a period of sev- 
eral years—forces which at one time 
numbered almost 100,000 men. Had 
the Filipino army been properly or- 
ganized and adequately equipped, the 
resources in men and money expended 
by the American government would 
have been multiplied many-fold. 

Advantage of Defense. 

Another great advantage accrues to

Then, because sport is a 
political enterprise in Germany, con- 
ducted under the auspices of the goy- 
ernment, there would have ensued in 
Germany a campaign of hatred 
against the United States similar to 
the Italian campaign against the Brit- 
ish last winter.

Under such conditionS the army as a 
whole and in each‘of its parts is not 
diverted by extraneous objectives and 
missions, but rather is permitted to 
concentrate its full attention on one 
specific problem in one specific area. 
Each unit of the defending army may 
then, in any future war, operate on a 
battlefield thoroughly known to its of- 
ficers and men—on a battlefield in 
which every part has been thoroughly 
prepared with the single purpose of 
preventing penetration by the enemy. 
The relative advantage enjoyed by a 
force occupying ground deliberately se- 
lected and organized for defense was 
proven by World War experience to 
be represented in a numerical advan- 
tage of some four or five to one, 

Scoffers will never be lacking when 
any new concept is advanced. Usually, 
however, they are found among those 
who know little or nothing of-the facts, 
but who arrogate to themselves the 
dogmatic wisdom of popular slogan 
and glib generality. Those who lightly 
regard the difficulties of conquering 
the Philippines know nothing of war 
themselves and next to nothing about 
the actual potentialities of the Fil- 
ipino people, Philippine assets, and 
Philippine terrain. : 

They forget that this country 1s 
numerically stronger than such na- 
tions as Turkey, Jugo-Slavia, Switzer- 
land, Sweden, Siam, Portugal, Persia, 
Norway, Hungary, Greece, Finland, 
Czechoslovakia, Denmark, Chile, Ar- 
gentila, Austria, Bulgaria, and many 
others now armed to the teeth. Canada 
has about two-thirds of the popula- 
tion strength of the Philippines. Mex- 
ico about the same populatio as the 
Philippines. Brazil is the only nation 
besides the United States in the Amer- 
ican continent including North, South 
and Central America, that has a 
greater population. Indeed, only 14 
nations in the world, I hage been 
informed, have a greater population 
than the Philippines. 

Would Deter Strongest Nations. 

In the*general staffs of the world, 
I assure you, you would find no dis- 
senting voice to the assertion that, 
when the Philippine defense plan has 
reached fruition, it will represent a 
defensive strength that will give hesi- 
tation to the strongest and ‘most 
ruthless nation in the world. 

Defeatists ask how, within the ten 
years’ military budget of $80,000,000, 
can a sufficient force be equipped in- 
cluding an air component and an off- 
shore patrol of torpedo boats. Planes 
cost $30,000 each, boats $35,000. The 
ten-year budget provides $10,000,000 
for the air component, $5,000,000 for 
the offshore patrol. To complete the 
fiscal analysis in broad outline, $35,- 
000,000 goes to the regular force and 
$35,000,000 to the reserves. With this 
latter personnel serving as a _ Civic 
duty, practically without professional 
remuneration, a large and adequate 
part of this latter sum is available for 
military supply and equipment. Paren- 
thetically, the yearly defense budget 
amounts to about 22 per cent of the 
estimated annual governmental _in- 
come, much less than in most coun- 
tries. 

I wish to reiterate my fixed opin- 
ion that when the Philippine defense 
plan reaches fruition the people of 
these islands will be in a favorable 
posture of defensive security. The 
question, of course, is one that no 
sane man would care to see resolved 
in the only way that it can ever be 
answered finally and conclusively— 
namely, by the test of conflict. But 
so far as the study of history and 
some considerable experience with 
armies and with warfare can lend a 
color of value to my opinion, I am 
certain that no chancellery in the 
world, if it accepts: the opinions of 
its military and naval staffs, will ever 
willingly attack the ‘Philippines after 
the present development has been 
completed. 

Finally, this one impelling ques- 
tion naturally presents itself as lying 
at the heart of the issue here in- 


volved. “If the Philippines does not

New Mode of Transportation 
for Freight Shipm®énts Re- 
cently Opposed. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 2.—(7)—A 


railway lawyers” termed “revolution- 
ary,” awaited approval or rejectiofi to- 
day by the Interstate Commerce Com-/ 
mission. 

Designed to yoke trains and motor 
trucks in the same harness, the plan 
was laid before the commission by the 
Keeshin Motor Express Company of 
Chicago, a highway freight carrier, 
and the Chicago Great Western rail. 
road. 

It was opposed in recent commis- 
sion hearings by J. N. Davis, and P. 
F. Gault, counsel for a large group of 
western railroads who argued that tne 
proposal might prove “ruinous” to 
competing carriers. 

The express company planned to 


send its motor-drawn trailers from 
.door to door, picking up small ship- 
ments of freight from factories, _mer- 
chants, or families which wanted to 


move their household goods to an- 
other city. 

The trailers then would be rolled 
onto freight trains—two to a flat car 
—and whisked by rail to a terminal 
a few miles from their final destina- 
tion. There they could be hitched to 
another motor-tractor and the govds'| 
delivered to the doorstep of the cus- 
tomer. 

The advantage of the scheme, its, 
backers contend, would be the elimina- 
tion of at least two slow and cum- 


| bersome loading operations—an ex- 
pensive item in the handling of less- 
than-carload shipments.

To Honor Johnson 


OLYMPIC STADIUM, Berlin, 
Aug. 2.—(UP)—Adolf Hitler at- 
tended the games today, but did 
not arrive until after Owens’ rec- 
ord-breaking dash and left before 
Johnson scored his high jump tri- 
umph. Thus Johnson was the 
only champion Der Guehrer fail- 
ed to receive. Whether inten- 
tional or unintentienal, Hitler 
left the stadium while Johnson, 
Albritton and Thurber, the three 
Americans, were jumping off for 
the first phree places. The cere- 
mony fot Johnson was held at 
7:15 p. m. (2:15 p. m. eastern 
daylight time), a half hour after 
Hitler left. 

From official nazi sources it 
was stated that Hitler’s hasty de- 
parture from the stadium before 
the completion of the high jump, 
was due solely to his entourage’s 
anxiety to get Der Fuehrer away 
before the crowd started leaving. 
A nazi spokesman insisted Hitler 
did not leave to avoid receiving a 
negro officially in his box.

He slept in the 
rear of his shop, which proved to be 
the nucleus of the greatest dry-goods 
establishment in the world During 
the early days of the Civil War he 
built a store costing $2,750,000 and 
employing 2,000 persons.

It was in this house that he en- 
tertained the emperor of Brazil and 
one of the great scions of the house 
of Rothschild. 

Just at the time when Mr. Stew- 
art was interested in building a mil- 
lion-dollar home for working girls on 
4th avenue, and while he was erect- 
ing the village of Garden City, L. L. 
as a model settlement for his many 
employes, he died on April 10, 1876. 
He left a fortune of $40,000,000, He 
was survived by a widow but no chil- 
dren. In fact, he had no blood rela- 
tions. Many legacies were left to his 
employes and he made provisions for 
various public charities. 

Soon after her husband’s death Mrs. 
Stewart erected in St. Mark’s church- 
yard a handsome mausoleum in which 
his body was entombed. 


In November, 1878, about two years 
and a half after Mr. Stewart's en- 
tombment, Judge Henry Hilton, bis 
executor rushed into the New York 
police department with the sensation- 
al news that ghouls had broken into 
Stewart's mausoleum, Upon inquiry, 
the police learned that Judge Hilton 
had previously tampered with and had 
caused a large slab resting above the 
coffin to be removed to another place. 
This false tomb had been inscribed “A 


|T. Stewart Family Vault” in the hope 


that it would deceive those who for 
purpose appeared 


dead merchant prince, 

Only four persons were supposed 
to have shared the knowledge of this 
statagem, but later developments 
proved that the slab’s removal had 
been witnessed by the conspirators. 

As soon as the alarm was given the 
police investigated .the unmarked 
grave of Mr. Stewart and discover- 
ed that ghouls had there made excava- 
tions with a mathematical precision 
that proved their absolute knowledge 
of its location. They had dug down
